GOP Platform Writers Reject Drilling In Alaska Refuge

MINNEAPOUS - Republlcan platform writers beat back an rnsurgent attempt Wednesday to endorse drilling In 
the Arctlc National Wlldlife Refuge amid concems that such a move cou(d undercut John McCain's effort to wln 
the White House in November. 

The 112-member GOP platform-wrftlng committee Is hammering out the part/s policy Wueprint here in advance 
of next week's Republlcan National Convention in neighboring St Paul. 

Unlike President Bush and most of the Republkan base, McCain, the senior senator from Arizona, does not 
support ANWR drilling, although he has left open the possibility of reconsidering that view in the future. 

In an effort to avofd a rlft wfth the presumptlve nominee, the draft proposal unveiled Tuesday called for 
"accelerafced exploratk)n, drilling and development in America, from new oil fieWs off the naOon's coasts to 
onshore fields such as those in Montana, North Dakota and Alaska" but was silent on the specific issue of 
ANWR. 

Platform committee member DavkJ Boyle of Alaska proposed adding language that would explfcitly indude 
drilling In ANWR, saying the Issue enjoyed broad support, was very imporlant to voters and should be addressed 
In the platform. Boyle pointed out that he has tfes to the McCain campalgn - he is listed as the Alaska contact on 
the campaign's Web site - but said the Issue was too Important to ignore In the platform. 

Backers of Boyle's amendment argued that it would translate into support for Repubffcans across the country. 

"I dont believe that there is a stronger way to support our candkJate than to support what our people want," 
safd platform member Cathfe Adams, of Texas. This has become the number one issue in thls campaign ... I 
think this is a very positive move ... one that would bring people to the party and to our candidate." 

Opponents countered that insertfng the language would do more harm than good, saying it would undermine 
McCain, who, they pointed out, recentty came around to supporHng increased drilling in the outer Continental 
shelf. They also pointed out that the underiying language was carefully drafted to avold embarrassing McCain, 
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wbile at the same time not precluding drilfing In ANWR, whlch many sakt they supported. 

"The goal is t» not have this sen/e as a lightnlng rod," sald Terry Strine of Delaware, a member of the platform 
committee's energy and envlronment subcommlttee, which debated fbr more than four hours Tuesday. 

This will bring diffEcultfes and challenges for John McCaln and none of us want to do that," Strine added. 

Others echoed that concem. 

"We have a nominee for the party who (s entitled to a platform he can run on, and we should not create 
unnecessary conflicts between the nominee and the platform," said James Bopp of Indlana. 

Platform members sald they were confident that McCaln, if elected, eventually would be convinced to support 
drilllng In a 2,000-acre coastal plaln sectfon of ANWR. 

"We are blessed with a candldate who actually thinks and Is capable of changing his position when he recelves 
new data," sald Jeff Grossman of Oregon. "We know that preskJent McCaln wIH eventually come around to our 
position- but he's not there vet." 

Some platform members said It was Important to call for ANWR drillfng in the platform to send a message to 
McCaln. 

To let him know how strong the sentiment Is on this issue, we do hlm a servtce, not a disservfce," said Sandra 
McDade of Loufsiana. 

This is an accountabllity tool, and we're accountable to our base and to the people who sent us here," sald 
Kendal Unruh of Colorado. 

The platform-committee dld accept a proposal, offered by Kim Sklpper of Alaska, that would oppose efforts to 
permanently block access to ANWR, a move that panel members vfewed as a viable compromise for now. 

"Presfdent McCain will be in a much better position to get this accomplished than Senator McCaln," said Mlke 
Fair of South CaroJina. 

Republkans hailed rejectfon of the proposal as a slgn that members of the party were willlng to put aside thelr 
own vfews to avoid crossFng McCain. 

That shows the support that Senator McCain has In this room," sald Trey Grayson of Kentucky, who co-chaired 
the envlronment subcommittee. Thaf s a real slgn of unfty. Ifs not lip service. Thats actfon." 

With less Internal dlsagreement, the platform commlttee also rejected a proposal to dlscourage the export of oil 
and gas garnered from any new leases. 

Opponents were concemed that the amendment would force McCain to take an antf-free-trade stance prior to 
the etectlon. Mfssissippl Gov. Haley Barbour sald the proposal ran counter to the open-market, free-trade 
posltfons RepuWfcans outllned In the economic portlon of thelr platform. Barbour Is chalrman of the platform- 
writing panel's economic subcommittee, whlch spelled out a pollcy of lower taxes, decreased regulatlon and 
smaller government. The panel approved that portlon of the platform Tuesday.
